B. Swine- 
broad asked the City Council to grant 
this corporation the right to enter the 
dty aad eatrtHrii tinoe pay stations, 
guaranteeing in behalf of the Hubble 
people that they would f umiah to the 
people of liaacaater a Srat daas me- 
tallic circuit telephone service at the 
fixed rate of $1. per month, and fur- 
ther granthig the Qtf Osaaefl the 

right to remove them at any time that 
they might sell a franchise, or that 
tiMy BsH^taee jastcaaaefer |h^ re- 
moval. They asked for only three pay 
stotions within the City. Councilman 
Ckegory moved that their request be 
granted and was seconded by Council- 
man Zanone. Councilman William 
Hemdon prcnnptiT pat up a strenous 
objection to their entraaee and a plea 
for the Bastin Telephone Co., and made 
the point that the Council had no right 
to allow the Hubble people to enter. 
City Attorney, R. H. Tomlinson was 
appealed to for a legal opioion and he 
ruled that the City bad not tbe right to 
allow the Hubble pe<q>le to enter with 
three phones as they had no franchise, 
toe question was then asked if the Bss- 
tin people had a franchise and his re- 
ply was that they did not have, he was 
thenaakedhowitwasthat the Bastin 
people waas alewed to maintain a tele- 
phone serviea ia the city of Lancaster 
without a ftrswhiiiii and that the peo- 
ple of HubMe were not allowed the 
same privilege, this question Mr Tom- 
linson has not yet answered. Seeing 
iBac a wee upon ine qoeaoon waa m- 
eviteble Councilman Hemdon fearing 
it would be in favor of the Hubble peo- 
ple, and pWaly favoring tiM Bastin 
Telephone Co., to the exclusion of all 
otoer telephone .^companies or promo- 
tsas, dsMhsi-atsly left theCeaoefl Am 
ber, thereby breaking the quorum and 
rendering any action in the matter im- 
possible. 

County Attorney, Joe E. Robinson 
was present, not in his capacity as an 
attorney nor as the employe of any one 
but to assist in the conservation of toe 
peoples rights, and made a stroiv plaa 
that the Hubble people might be allow- 
ed the aaaw pcivilegea that are voach- 
saf ed tiie Baatin Oo. 

Mr Robinson called the attention to
